should be reinstated and should return 
to work ar once. 
The agreement was 


drawn up and signed at T o'clock last 
evening. 


In explanation of this agreement, It 


was stated that the matter will remain 
In exactly the same position as before 
the trouble broke out. 
The organiza- 


tion of the local Amalgamated associa- 
tion among the employes of the mill 
will be continued, though the company 
will not recognize it in any way in deal- 
ing with the men. 


Both sides are satisfied and ^the strike

An address was Issued by the meet- 


Ing which scores the present city gov- 
ernment and declares tbat Tammaay 
bas run up the annual expenditures 
from $70,000,000 to-$98,000,000, and has 
given the city a tax rate three times as 
large as that of Chicago. 
Then, the 


address delcaree, that in an effort to 
"befog this unpleasant fact," Tammany 
has increased the real estate valuation 
by $743,000,000. 
Tammany is de- 


clared to be conti-olle'd by one man, "who 
essays to dominate courts and coerce 
judges, and whose guiding purpose is 
the exaction of tribute through the vio- 
lation and nullification of law." * 


The address then declares that it ia 


the intention to "elect a chief magis- 
trate endowed with public spirit, cour- 
age and capacity, who will labor to ad- 
tt'Ulster his office in the Interest of the 
general welfare, etc., etc. We advocate 
no erratic experiments; we Invoke no 
resurrection of blue laws." 


Following are the resolutions adopted 


by the meeting:

1901 stands as follows: Revenues, 
$651,925,000; expenditures, $917,9(50,000; 
net deficit, $266,035,000. 


On the'assemblmg of the house Chan- 


cellor Hicks-Beach announced the ill 
creased taxes and new taxes to piovide 
for the new demands upon the treasury. 


His opening sentence y»<5 not prom- 


ising. "During the last five years," said 
the chancellor, "we have been inva- 
riably able to congratulate the house on 
a general increase in the prosperity of 
the country, but the year 1UOO, especial- 
ly the last six months, showed symp- 
toms of a change. 
Our foreign • trade 


during the year considerably increased, 
but in value rather than in volume." 


"How is the deficit to be met?" asked

GLOBE OIBOLIHQ TRIP PEOP08ED. 


Chl«( of B*r«»« «f 8*»*l»tlc» of 


TrcwfVrr »*D»rtme»* OrlftmiLtor of 
tb« Project—G«verum«Bt Aid M«r 
Be fec«re€ to Carry Trade Into 
Faroff C*«ntri«B. 
A floating eijtositlon which will en- 


circle the globe and visit every sea- 
coast town is ou idea which is being 
pushed by O. Z. Austin, chief of the 
buienu of statistics of the treasury de- 
partment. It is a proposition lu \v hich 
some of tb.9 leading men in commercial 
lines in the country have become inter- 
ested and toward which a step will be 
taken fahortly which will definitely de- 
cide whether the necessary financial 
Lacking can be secured. 


Leading business men of the United 


States have taken an interest in the 
proposal since it was presented at 
length before the national board of 
trade, which held a meeting recently la 
Washington, sajs the St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. Among those who have 
written letters about the matter Is E. 
O. Stanard of St. Louis, prominent at 
the meeting of the national board of 
trade. It is proposed to have a fleet of 
ships fitted up as floating booths in 
which the leading articles of manufac- 
ture in the United States can be exhib- 
ited. Naturally the exhibits will be of 
those articles for which It Is presumed 
there is a foreign demand. 


The length of the trip which is to be 


made by the fleet of course will depend 
on the* amount of financial backing se- 
cured and tLe wishes of the promoters. 
It has been thought advisable to have 
the trip extend over a period of at least 
two years. Mr. F. B. Thurber of New 
York city, president of the United 
States Export association, Is the chair- 
man of a committee appointed at the 
last meeting of the national board of 
trade for the purpose of taking up the 
project and pushing It in the different 
cities of the country. He expects to 
call a meeting of his committee In 
Washington in a short time. 


The time for organizing the project 


is thought to be most opportune. It 
was Mr. Austin's idea, he being the 
originator of the project, to secure It 
possible one or more government trans- 
ports which could be readily converted 
as desired. Changed conditions in the 
Philippines make it exceedingly proba- 
ble that the government will shortly 
have available one or more transports 
which have been used in the transpor- 
tation of troops and wbieh^ are of a 
type ospecinlly adapted to the floating 
exposition idea. If the government 
could become interested in the matter 
added dignity might be given to the 
fleet by securing a convoy of one of our 
cruisers or battleships to accompany 
the exposition fleet to the different 
ports. A legislative enactment will be 
necessary for this government aid. 


So far the letters from exporters and 


manufacturers Indicate that they are 
•willing to go into the floating exposition 
business, but If they do they want to 
be the only exhibitors in their particu- 
lar line on board. Such an arrangement 
would immediately preclude the Idea of 
government aid or recognition of the 
floating exposition. It is proposed to 
allot space to the exhibitors in propor- 
tion to their subscriptions to the stock 
of the enterprise. 


A question has already arisen as to 


whether the trip could not be made a 
"trading" trip as well as one for ad- 
vertising. If every possible inch of 
space Is utilized by exhibitors, there 
will be some room in the holds of the 
vessels and a necessity for freight as 
ballast. It has been suggested that this 
^an be utilized for carrying limited 
stocks of the articles exhibited, so that 
they may be sold. The one objection to 
this is the fear of complications over 
the payment of duties on these arti- 
cles. 


No definite Idea has been secured as 


to the cost of the project. A basis for 
figuring will be on the government's 
experience. To carry a vessel from New 
York to Manila and return, Including 
the cost of coaling and the pay of n 
civilian crew, is about $85,000. Repre- 
sentatives of each of the concerns ex- 
hibiting can not only be utilized In dis- 
playing and presenting the merits of 
the goods, but they can learn of the 
systems of doing business In the coun- 
tries visited, the manner of giving dis- 
counts and the systems of banking and 
credit

Sic Alfred MS/ser, the British head 


Bf civil government in South ^Africa, is 
not very sanguina regarding the end 
Cf the- war according to his official 
communications made public in the 
British blue book just issued. Sir Al- 
fred, acting as British high commis- 
sioner, Is credited by the Boers -with 
bringing on. the -war, and it is be- 
lieved that his presence in South Africa 
is one of the strongest influences 
against an immediate peace_ He says' 


"It »s no use denying that the last 


Ibalf year has been one of retrogres- 
sion. Seven months ago this colonv 
:wa» perfectly quiet, at least as iar as 
the Orange river. The southern half of 
the Orange river colony was rapidly 
settling down end <pven a considerable 
portion of the Transvaal, notably the 
southwestern districts, seemed to nave 
definitely accepted British authority 
and to re3Oic& at the opportunity to 
return to orderly government and the 
pursuits of ^eace. 


"Today the 
scene is completely 


altered. The fact that the enemy are 
now broken up into a great number of 
^mall forces, raiding in every direc- 
tion, and that our troops are similarly 


. broken ur> m their pursuit, makes the 
are- of actual fighting, and consequent 
ly of destruction, much wider than 
would be the case in a conflict 
ba- 


tween equal numbers operating in large 
masses."

At a recent meeting of th% Interna- 


tional Medical association at Havana 
Dr. Edouard Wilde, the minister of the 
Argentine Republic at Washington, 
who is an eminent physician and has 
been the leader In sanitary improve- 
ments i* his own country for many 
years, presented a scheme for interna- 
tional co-operation In the suppression 
of yellow fever, writes the Washington 
correspondent of the Chicago Record- 
Herald. His suggestions were adopted, 
aud a committee appointed to carry 
them into effect has already issued in- 
vitations for a convention to meet at 
Havana in February next. Each of the 
American nations and colonies is re- 
quested to send three delegates, includ- 
ing bacteriologists, sanitary engineers 
and specialists in economic matters. 
Dr. Wilde's idea is to negotiate a uni- 
form treaty, to be signed by all of the 
American nations, establishing a uni- 
form system of quarantine regulations 
and systematic co-operation for remov- 
ing the sources and suppressing the 
causes of yellow fever, which, in his 
memorial, be declared to be the only 
Infectious plague epidemic in the 
American hemisphere. Its geographical 
limits are fixed, its origin Is known, 
Its methods of communication are well 
understood and its propagation can be 
prevented by the adoption of systemat- 
ic and regular means. 


In bis memorial to the convention 


Dr. Wilde sets forth the necessity of 
the co-operation of all the nations, and, 
since obligations are worthless without 
penalties, he suggests that a discrimi- 
nating tariff or tonnage tax or quaran- 
tine restrictions be imposed by all oth- 
er nations against those which shall 
refuse or neglect to do their share in

it there is a panic at all the ports from 
the isthmus to Chile. At none of them 
have proper quarantine accommoda- 
tions been provided, and the passen- 
gers are compelled to remain aboard 
tbe ship indefinite^, and often sail up 
and down the coast until the scare 
subsides. Two years ago, while I was 
in South America, all the passengers 
upon a British steamer, including the 
Catholic archbishop of Peru, were com- 
pelled to go aboard a rotten old hulk 
in the harbor of Callao, where they re- 
mained for ten days- without proper 
food or medical attendance simply be- 
cause one of their number was foolish 
enough to joke with the quarantine 
officer at Guayaquil and tried to fright- 
en him by telling him that there was 
yellow fever on board. 


The quarantine officers accepted this 


idiotic jest as truth, notwithstanding 
the protests of the captain, the ship's 
surgeon and the other passengers. 
They were too cowardly to go aboard 
to make personal investigation, and the 
only way the imprisoned passengers 
could communicate with the authori- 
ties was to write notes, put them in a 
boat and set the boat adrift, to be pick- 
ed up in the harbor. Food was sent 
them in the same way, and at the end 
of ten days, upon assurance of the arch- 
bishop that there was not yellow fever 
or other sickness aboard, one of the 
sanitary officers of the city of Callao 
mustered up sufficient courage to make 
the inspection he should have made 
Immediately upon the arrival of the 
vessel. If the jest had been true ant1 
if there had been a case of yellow fe 
ver, all the passengers would havf 
died, for they had no physician, no 
medicines and no nurses aboard. 


This subject will doubtless be taken 


up for consideration at the Pan-Ameri 
/can conference to be held In Mexico ir> 
October. * The invitation to the United 
States to participate at the yellow fe 
ver convention at Havana in February 
Is now under consideration by Dr. Wj 
mnq of the marine hospital service.

L'ook through the columns of the 


Transcript during the past rainy weath 
er we have been having, and note how 
the enterprising merchants have hust- 
led, to get what business there was, and 
they got it, too. The other day a mer- 
chant had the audacity to tell us that 
he did nbt believe that the merchants 
who were advertising received any re- 
sults.

BUILDING FUND ESTABLISHED 


Important Action Taken by Church at 


Meeting Held Last Evening. To 


Buy Property at Main and 


Thomas Streets 


The first Baptist church or Williams 


town, at a well attended meeting held 
in central mission hall in Moore block 
at the head of "Water street, decided 
by a unanimous vote last evening to 
purchase a buildin'g site and to later 
erect a chapel and parsonage. The 
property decided upon is at the west 
corner of Main and Thomas streets, 
commonly known as the Thomas prop 
erty, and is a central arid valuable lo- 
cation. 
The option on the property 


has already been secured 
and the 


price to be paid is $2,250. The lot will 
Be purchased at once, but the society 
does not expect to build for some time 
yet. 


The decision of last evenirJg- is the 


outcome of frequent conferences held 
by the man of the church who have 
been endeavoring to find a suitable 
site .for building for a year or more. 
The church in) "Williamstown is divided 
into two parts, the south mission and 
the central mission. The south mis- 
sion has one of the prettiest and neat- 
est small churches in the state, but 
the central mission!, which rents a hall 
in Moore block, has 
outgrown its 


quarters and demands a larger meet- 
ing place at once. For this reason it 
will be necessary for the society to 
build as soon as its flnanbial condition 
will permit. 


Rev. H. B. Fos-kett, who became pas 


tor of the church in the fall, has been 
active in the work of securing a per- 
m|ane<at homei for tine society, and 
with several members of the church 
succedtfed sometime ago in getting an 
option on! the Thomas property, 
A 


report was made to the church society 
last evening and it was at once voted 
to buy the property. Resolutions were, 
adopted endorsing the action of the 
it'en in securirig the option on the prop 
erty and a committee of five consist- 
ing of Rev. H. B. Foskett, A. E. Whit- 
taker, TS.^ B. Roberts, Francis Brock 
and W. E. Burr, was appointed to 
make the purchase. It was voted to 
raise $500 at once to app'y toward the 
purchase, and the trustees were au- 
thorized to place the necessary in'cum 
brance on the property 
to 
secure 


possession. The amount of $500 will be 
raised by contribution and already sev 
eral subscriptions have been received 
by Mr. Foskett, and others have been1 
promised. 


The society also voted to establish a 


building and savings fund, into which 
all monies secured from any source 
for the purpose of building, will be 
paid. A snecial treasurer will be elec? 
ed at a later meeting. 
The society 


will pay for the site before it attempts 
to build. Then it will erect a church 
on1 the corner and a parsonage on 
Thomas street. 


The property which the society 


voted to buy consists of two building 
lots, one on the corner of Main and 
Thomas streets, 
the other 
one on 


Thomas street. They adjoin and have 
a frorttage. on Main, street of 75 feet 
and 200 feet on Thomas street. 


The Baptist mission, which several 


months ago was incorporated with the, 
Baptist church at Sweet's corners into 
the First Baptist church of WlHiaros- 
town, began its existence April 6, 1897, 
when the organkzation was perfected 
"in Grand Army hall through the ef- 
forts of Rev. O. J .Rosie, then pastor 
of the Baptfst church at Sweet's cor- 
ners. Nearly a year later Mr. Rose 
resigned and left both churches with- 
out a pastor, and for a time the mis- 
sion had a rather precarious existence, 
A reorganization) was made April 16, 
1S9S and George M. Darby and others 
of this city and Adams .including Rev. 
H. B. Foskett of Adams, interested 
themselves in the mission and its 
growth dates from that time. Nearly 
one year ago the society rerJted the 
hall in Moore block, where it has held 
its meetings since. 


The united society has a total mem-

fore the board 'of directors yesterday 
afterrJoon, and presented their -case. 
The matter was referred to the com- 
mittee on new entrprises, 'of

Mayor E. S. Wilkinson is chairman, 
and will be thoroughly investigated.
